is perilizing Un* industries of the 
country.” 
There are enough coal 
cars in the country, hut not enough 
are delivered to tin* 
mines 
and 
these are not moved with the great­ 
est expedition, nor are they prompt­ 
ly discharged. 
A necessity existed for legislation 
to correct conditions, says tin* re­ 
port,, because the 
summer 
and 
spring accumulation of coal stock is 
not taking place, hut it must be 
done during what remains during 
the summer unless the country next 
winter faces an irreparable shim 
tion. 
Present production 
of 
bi­ 
tuminous, or soft coal, is 40 per 
Cent under the possible maximum, 
because of coal car shortage, the ie- 
port declares.

found in the villages of N orthern 
I lance* evacuated by the G erm ans 


under the pressure of the British 
and J* rench offensives, present a 
pi* turn of the savagery of modern 


w arfare as characteristic 
as 
the 
Som m e forest, sh attered and brok­ 
en by m onths of shell fire. 
Many of these children are or­ 
phans, without homes or relative.;. 
Many have been grievously w ound­ 
ed. 
Most of them suffer from a 
peculiar species

which afflicts them generally with 
a sort of trem o r not

Vitus dance. 
They have had life and death, 
horrors hum an and inhum an re 
vealed to them in guides so t**rri- 
hlc that they will nev er be quite 
normal again.

The admiral h a s full authority to 
act on his own initiative in dis­ 
posing of the forces at his com ­ 
mand. 
Much of his time has been spent 
in London and Paris, and advices 
are the first to indicate he has 
been at sea with his ships. 
T he new s led to much specula­ 
tion as to what Am erican w arship 
he might he using as a flagship. 
T he only facts disclosed by the 
dep artm en t as to vessels now' in 
E uropean w aters have been th a t 
destroyers have been sent to Brit­ 
ish ports and the naval collier Ju p i­ 
ter to a French port with supplies.
